GIVEN ALL PAPERS TO OAU SUMMIT MEETING ON ANGOLA. 

"O DIA" HEADLINE "MPLA ONLY ONE VOTE AWAY FROM BEING RECOGNIZED 
AS SOLE REPRESENTATIVE OF ANGOLAN PEOPLE." "A LUTA" REFERS 
TO SUMMIT AS "EAST- WEST CONFRONTATION" AND ADDS THAT FEELING
